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The Emotions as Related to Disease, 


R. A. FORREST, M. D. 


AS emotion is a moving of the mind 
from a specific cause, manifested by 
some sensible effect on the body, which, 
if carried to extremes or repeated too 
often, through bad environment, lack 
of training or lack of will power, may 
produce acute or chronic changes not 
only in the skin but also in every 
muscle in the body, and in all internal 
organs, and may result in acute or 
chronic mental or physical disease ter- 
minating in death or recovery. 

By observing the visible effects of 
emotion we may be guided in assuming 
the character of those which are invis- 
ible. 

All through lfe the human face is a 
living picture of the varying conditions 
of the soul. Pain, pleasure or astonish- 
ment may not only be seen here, but 
ilso in the movements and postures of 
the body. 

The ear may tingle from the shaft of 
slander and the skin may be drenched 
by the desire for revenge. 


Sorrow suffuses and inflames the eye, 
and vision itself is debased by depres- 
sion. Irritability of the renal system, 
shown by phosphaturia and polyuria, 
may arise from the irritated mind, while 
the mouth and the meatus will ‘“‘water” 


from feelings of animal desire. Ner- 


vousness will parch the lips and timid- 
ity will loosen the bowels, while mater- 
nal impressions may result in deform- 
ities, blemishes or death of the off- 
spring. 

The language expressive of the effects 
of emotion is also of value in guiding 
us in the processes of disease. We 
hear of the “chills running down the 
back,” of the acts that are ‘ blood- 
curdling,” or of the ragings, the boil- 
ings and creepings of the blood, and 
such like expressions of what may be 
experienced when the mind is stirred 
by certain events; and likewise, how 
often we, as physicians, know of dis- 
eases that well might be ascribed to 
such chillings, thickenings and congel- 
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ations which are often overlooked as 


producers of such conditions, as vaso- 


motor disturbances, stasis, thrombosis, 
catarrhs, influenzas, fluxes and sup- 


pressions, with their sequel of lung, 


genital, mastoid and brain affections. 


Poetry assures us of the halo of ce-_ 


lestial light, the music in the air, the 
perfumed breath of love, the touch that 
turns to gold, and many other fancies 
as some would call them; but they can 
not well be overlooked, for the power 
behind such subtleties must be reck- 
oned with by those who would suc- 
cessfully practice the art of healing the 
sick. 

It is the language of the street, that 
the heart may overflow, or that it may 
be full, torn, burst or broken by emo- 
tion, and while these lacerations, rup- 
tures, dilatations and regurgitations 
may be difficult to prove in a scientific 


way, nevertheless, that these expres- 


sions are based on pathological real- 


ities is as true as it is interesting. 
If from intense anxiety the hair can 


turn white, and if fright can instantly 
cause death, it can be assumed that 
pus may form in the tissues without 
any outside assistance whatever. 


There must, indeed, be some undis-. 


covered power capable of producing 
those prohibited septicemias and those 
hot and cold abscesses which are ever 
in evidence. ‘Tis true we may be told 
that diathesis and cachexia are causa- 
tive factors in these, as well as in gout, 
rheumatism and other affections, but 
the explanation is an evasion, and only 
tends to confirm the idea that the emo- 
tions may be as well put down as pow- 
erful in the etiology of these affections, 


which are neither infections nor trauma- 
tisms. 
There are things, says [ago,— 
“The thoughts whereof 
Doth like a poisonous mineral 
gnaw our vitals.” 
In a fit of anger a stop is put to di- 


gestion, and the functions of the liver 


and pancreas are in abeyance; peri- 
stalsis 1s gone and impactions begin. 
Obstipation and auto-intoxication hold 
sway. The appendix is distended and 
becomes a dangerous receptacle; it 
loses its yielding and gliding nature 
and is pushed to the wall in the crush— 
overwhelmed, bruised and broken. 

_ Nature rebels in reverse peristalsis, 
while the kidneys come to the relief of 


the bowels; but the task is too great 


and they suffer corrosion in the effort 
and become albuminuric and desqua- 
mated. The vitiated portal circulation 
carries ruin to the liver, whose ducts 
and outlets are choked and inactive. 
Thus we have from vicious emotion, 
through inspissations and poisonings, 
a life hanging in the balance, between 
nature and the surgeon’s blade on the 
one hand and death or invalidism on 
the other. 

Twenty per cent of all dead-house 
examinations (Allbutt) show the vermi- 
form appendix to have been diseased. 

We find the symptoms preceeding 
death from acute nostalgia and 
other forms of violent grief, to be: 
excitement, depression and persistent 
anorexia. 

The nervous shock sets up malnu- 
trition followed by ptomaine poisoning, 
and changes are found in the tissues 
similar to the fatal effects resulting

from infections and mineral poisons. 
Changes of a fatty, granular and 
parenchymatous nature are found in the 
organs, and the pancreas and liver are 
the seat of capillary hemorrhages, while 
bile may be found in the stomach. 
Emotional girls and’ young women 


commonly suffer from palpitation of 
the heart with slight enlargement of 


the thyroid, and slightest of all—a hint 
of the bulging eye of exophthalmos— 
giving us altogether a perfect minia- 
ture of Grave's disease, which is often 
the result of prolonged mental depres- 


sion or grief which again is charged 
with producing cancer, diabetes and — 


acute yellow atrophy of the liver, not 
forgetting the close association, in this 
class of patients, between fright and 
chorea, despondency and gastric ulcer, 
melancholy and globus hystericus. 

Intense emotion occurs in those who 
lead anxious lives. In an attack the 
face is pale, the extremities are cold 
and the pulse is miserable. The arterial 
system in politicians, gamblers and 
stock-brokers is in a state of chronic 
hypertension. 

There is tension by perpetuation, and 
repeated spasm, resulting in sclerosis 
and atheroma, which in turn gives the 
open door for angina pectoris, apoplexy 
and aneurism. 

Admitting the truth of these conclu- 
sions in regard to the relation between 
baneful emotions and disease, it follows 
that in this line of thought lies a field 
for useful investigation. 

It is a realm where arrogant science 
must often give way to the power of 
docile eclecticism; it is a domain mas- 


tered by the true physician, who may 
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also be looked upon as the friend and 
counsellor of those who are sick. 

As regards treatment: the first indi- 
cation is to separate the patient from 
all conditions creating mental disturb- 
ance. And if the dictum of John 
Hunter be borne in mind, that,—‘as 


the state of mind is capable of produc- 


ing a disease, another state of it may 
effect a cure’”—we can still further be 
guided in our remedial measures. 

The physician will fail, however, if 
he simply puts his trust in mind-cures; 
and failure none the less will be his lot 
if he rests his faith in drugs. 

To succeed he must know not only 
the power, but also the limitations of . 
such agencies. a 

Clinically there are three stages: 
Excitement, depression and exhaustion. 
In the first we use mild saline sedatives, 
with rest in bed; in the second, elim- 
inants and mild vegetable stimulants; 
in exhaustion, tonics, nourishing food, 


massage and useful avocations. 


Alcohol and opiates are dangerous 
as they produce unhealthy emotions; 
and the so-called sympathy of friends 
is a harmful foe, for while it diffuses 
whatever is wrong it also deepens it. 


If possible, whenever you have to 
make an incision in the scalp, keep the 
blade of your knife in a direction paral- 
lel to that of the growth of the hair. 
For instance, at the back of the head, a 
transverse incision should be obliquely 
through the scalp, as this will cut 
through the smallest possible number 
of hair roots and cause the smallest 
amount of scarring.—Znternational Jour, 
of Surgery. 
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The Treatment of P uerperal Infection.

r go into the pathology, symptom- 
atology, ete, of this condition 
would take too much space; nor is it 
necessary, as that can be found in any 
text book. The treatment that is 
most successful in the various forms of 
puerperal infection which has saved 
many patients, for the writer, where 


others had failed and where our gen- 


eral form of treatment failed as well, is 


what will be given below. This varies - 


according to the nature of infection, as 
well as severity of the case. _ 

For these reasons it should be under- 
stood whether the infection is caused 
by the streptococcus, staphylococcus, 
gonococcus, bacillus coli communis or 
some other putrifactive organism. The 
most violent form is the streptococcus 
infection, the form in which there is no 


offensive odor to the discharge. In 
the mixed infection of above and the 


staphylococcus there is only very little 
odor, if any; while in infection of the 
bacillus coli communis or other putri- 
factive organism the discharge has an 
offensive foul odor and the uterus will 
be found to contain a large amount of 
necrotic material; the discharge as a 
result is very foul smelling. In these 
cases there is a formation of gas in the 
uterus for reasons given. From above 
it can be seen that it is easy to 
differentiate between the different 
forms of infection, except where we 
have a mixed infection of streptococcus 
or staphylococcus or both, with the 
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bacillus coli communis or other putri- 
factive organism or more of _ these. 
However, in such cases we find that 
after curetting the temperature will 
remain high, or, if it goes down, only 
remains low for a very short while, only 
to rise again rapidly. 

That curetting is indicated in infec- 
tion of bacillus coli communis or other 
putrifactive organism is an established 
fact, for the reason that the infection 
is more confined to the endometrium. 
Again, in purely streptococcus or staphy- 
lococcus infection, but especially the 
former, the change in the endometrium 
is very little, it being found on exam- 
ination to be very smooth. In these 
cases the germ spreads rapidly along 
the lymphatics, or veins or both, from 
the uterus and general systemic infec- 
tion is the result, which is often asso- 
ciated or followed by various complica- 


tions, such as purulent pleurisy, pneu- 


monia, peritonitas or phlegmasia alba 
dolens. In some cases all these com- 
plications are present. Now before 
going into the systemic treatment of 
puerperal infections a few words on the 
local and antiseptic treatment are to be 
considered carefully. The utmost care 
should be exercised in this direction 
even to the minutest details. Itisa 
well known fact that sudden collapse 
have resulted from carbolic acid uterine 
douches. It is also a well known fact 
that bi-chloride douches are dangerous. 
Many women die from absorption, cases 
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being on record where one uterine 
douche of 1:4000 has resulted in 
death from mercurial poisoning. Are 
these not reasons enough to condemn 
the use of bi-chloride douches? 

In infection of putrifactive organ- 
ism, where the uterine discharge is 
foul smelling and curetting is indi- 
cated, the grooved spiral curette is the 


quickest, safest and most convenient; 


besides medicated antiseptic gauze may 
be used in the groove to advantage in 
curetting. 

As a uterine douche, 1 drachm of the 
40% solution of Formaldehyde in 1 
_ quart of warm water is the best and 
safest local antiseptic treatment we 
have. If this is followed with a thor- 

ough application of eucalyptus oil, 

being sure that the whole lining of 
- the uterus is anointed with it, the con- 
dition as a rule will readily be con- 
trolled, if accompanied by proper inter- 
nal treatment. 

In mixed infection curetting is also 
indicated. 

In streptococcus infection curetting 
is of no benefit, in fact, may do a great 


deal of harm. However, at times, a. 


uterine douche followed by a thorough 
application of eucalyptus oil to the 
inner lining of the uterus will assist 
internal treatment. A few such douches 
and applications will do more than one- 
half dozen or more others, and no harm 
can result. Vaginal douches of } drachm 
of Formaldehyde in 1 quart of water 
are indicated in all cases, and may be 
given once or twice a day, as the 
severity of the case demands, in all 
cases of infections. 
Internally echinacea should be given

in large doses. To sustain the heart, 
and at the same time act as sedative, 
Lycopus V. should be added. Heart 
stimulants may be used; but many fatal 
results have been recorded after pow- 
erful heart stimulants had lost their 
effect, especially in protracted cases. 


Sedatives, unless the temperature is 


very high are of no benefit. Kali 
Mur 3x isa valuable adjunct to above 
treatment, 3 to 5 grains to 2 ounces 
of water being sufficient; dose } tea- 
spoonful every 2 hours. This may be 
In some cases 
I add the Kali Mur 3x to the echinacea | 
and lycopus. If there is glandular 
involvement phytolacca in fair doses 
should be added. Where there are 


sharp or shooting pains Bryonia is a 


valuable adjunct. 


If stimulants, especially to the ner- 
vous system, are indicated,- nothing 
can compare with small doses of muriate 
of ammonia, say 5 to 10 grains in 2 
ounces of water, 4 teaspoonful every 
2 hours, to be alternated with the 
other remedies. Muriate of ammonia 
not only rouses the nervous system to 
action, but powerfully antagonizes the 
systemic poisoning. Often in the latter 
stages when echinacea could not be 


borne well, I have just given the 


muriate of ammonia alternating with 
Lycopus V. 

In severe cases with marked restless- 
ness, pain, and possible danger of 
phlegmasia alba dolens, arsenicum 
12x, 1 or 2 grains in 1 or 2 ounces of 
water, 4 teaspoonful every 2 to 4 hours 
often works wonders. It antagonizes 
inflammation and pus formation. If 
marked thirst, restlessness, or some- 
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times burning feeling results the ar- 
senic should be reduced in doses and 
given at longer intervals or discon- 


tinued for a time. In resulting peri- 


tonitis of puerperal infection, the care- 
ful administration of Kal Mur 3x, alter- 
nated with arsenicum album 12x in 
small doses, will often surprise the 
physician as well as the patient. 
Morning and evening temperature 


should be carefully watched in all 
cases. Careful nursing is necessary. 


A non-irritating diet is best. Some of 


the preparations of cereals and milk 
are very good. SBovinine the writer 
finds very good to help sustain the 
vital forces, and may be given 3 to 4 
times a day if patient can take it. 

By carefully watching our patient, 
decreasing or increasing doses and 
changing as conditions demand, most 
patients can be saved, and also do not 
suffer with the debilitating after effects 


so often noticed in patients who have 


been suffering from a severe and pro- 
tracted infection. 


A Case of Tubercular Peritonitis, 


J. B. MITCHELL, M, D., PROF. OF ANATOMY, SAN FRANCISCO. 


RS. P., aet. 54, married, a nurse by - 


occupation, applied for treatment, 
March 15th, 1903. 


- Patient gave history of variable en- 
largement of the abdomen of several 


years standing, with tenderness and > 


at times acute pain, also erythemia and 
intumescence in the region of the 
umbilicus, brought on by overwork and 
lack of sleep, but all symptoms disap- 
pearing upon resting a few days in bed. 
Patient stated that acute pain was 
usually the first warning of an approach- 
ing exacerbation, and remaining mod- 
erate throughout, commensurate with 
the severity of the attack. In the at- 
tempt to control the pain, she had be- 
come habituated to the use of opiates 
in large dosage, and preferred Heroin 
Hydrochlorate to any other form as it 
‘kept her awake and enabled to do her 
work.”’ 


Operations of uterine curettement 


and removal of hemorrhoids had been 


done some years previous, with speedy 
convalescence in each instance. The 
appetite had been fair, and bowels re- 
sponded readily to light laxatives. 

Family history, so far as known, 
negative. 

Upon examination, the patient ap- 
peared spare, but fairly nourished, 
with moderate strength and vitality. 
Liver, spleen, stomach, lungs, heart, 
kidneys and uterus were normal so 
far as could be ascertained, but exam- 
ination of the abdominal contents was 
at best unsatisfactory from the fact that 
the entire abdomen was enlarged, highly 
tympanitic, walls tense and painful 
upon pressure. But a fact, strange in 
the light of subsequent developments, 
was that no fluctuation could be elicited 
in any position of the body. 
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Concluding from the above that little 
or no fluid existed in the abdominal 
cavity the patient was placed upon 
bowel antiseptics and large enemas 
of turpentine or Tr. Assafcetids solu- 
tions were. administered, resulting in 
fairly free movements of the bowels 
and the dislodgment of considerable 
gas, With some relief from distention 
and pain. Any improvement noted, 
however, was only temporary, as her 
condition changed very little except in 
general decline of strength, until April 
13 when she was removed to a private 
sanatorium. Here, under practically 
the same line of treatment, a peculiar 
periodicity was developed, all symptoms 
abating, appetite good and mental con- 
dition the most hopeful, but on alter- 


nating days all conditions exactly the 


opposite including high pulse rate and 
slight pyrexia—the exceptional in- 
stances in which, the temperature was 
high during the progress of the disease. 
_ This periodicity could not be attributed 


to the irregular use of opiates, as they 


were used in light regular dosage every 
day, nor to the condition of the bowels, 
which were kept regular by means of 
moderate laxatives. 
The above conditions continued until 
April 28, when a sudden increase in the 
size of the abdomen became apparent, 
and upon examination the following 
day evidence of fluid in the left hypo- 
gastrium was noted for the first time, 
and the patient consented to an incision 
for drainage and exploratory purposes. 
The incision was made April 30th, and 
something over 2 gallons of straw col- 
ored serous fluid removed. An adhe- 
sion between the greater curvature of 


stomach and colon. 
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the stomach and the transverse colon, 
also a large thin tubercular tumor 
extending torward from the line of 
adhesion, were found. From the large 
extent of this tumor and the weak con- 
dition of the patient it was deemed in- 
expedient to attempt its removal, con- 
sequently the incision was closed and 
stimulants administered. Some relief 
was experienced from the removal of 
the fluid, as there was little subsequent 
pain, and respiration was free there- 
after, but her strength gradually de- 
clined until death ensued sixty hours 


later. 


An autopsy revealed a tuberculous 
condition involving almost the entire 
peritoneum, the greater extent being 
miliary, but the above mentioned tumor 
mainly of the caseous variety, and not 
involving the internal walls of the 
The liver was 
normal with the exception of a few 
tuberculous spots upon its quadrate 


lobe. The only structure directly af- 


fected aside from the peritonium, was 
an indurated tubercular mass involving 
portions of the coeliac axis and solar 
plexus, and entirely surrounding the 


_ portal vein, which probably accentuated — 


the secretion of fluid by mechanical 
obstruction of the portal circulation. 
The persistent tympanites was evidently 
occasioned by the position of the dis- 
tended bowels immediately underlying 
the entire extent of the abdominal 
walls. Microscopic examinations of sev- 


eral tuberculous masses served to con- 
firm the diagnosis, but negative results 


were obtained upon examining sev- 


eral especially indurated portions 


with a view of demonstrating possible 


carcinoma.

The Elixir of Long Life. 


Professor Metchnikoff has found the 
long looked-for in the cycotoxic se- 
rums, which prevent senile decay, and 
prolong life to the age of the Bible 
characters of old. The great trouble 
seems to be in the colon where, accord- 
ing to Strassburger, 128,000,000,000,- 
000 microbes sit down comfortably 
with a good appetite to lunch, daily. 
The large intestine is but a waste 
basket and useless in the economy. 
Within the next decade it will be a 
common surgical operation to remove 
the colon to gain long life. In the 
meantime we are advised not to eat the 
common fruits and berries raw, but 
live mostly on buttermilk, the lactic 
acid of which is an unhealthy diet for 
intestinal microbes. The cycotoxic 
serum is to be used to strengthen the 
blood globules, nerve, hepatic and re- 
nal cells, and muscular fibers, until such 
time as the colon disappears by evolu- 
tion as a useless part of anatomy.

The Meeting was called to order Tues- 


day morning, May 26, by Dr. P. L. Ham- 
ilton, the president. The minutes of the 
preceding meeting were read and ap- 
proved.

Hamilton being of the opinion that a 
tubercular patient was as dangerous 
as a small-pox patient and should be 
treated accordingly. 


Dr. Vandre read a short article on 


“Our Welfare,” urging the establish- 
ment of a hospital. 


Dr. Perce then read an article by Dr. 


0. 8. Laws, “Who should be entitled 
to practice medicine?” The sentiment 
of the society was all in favor of Dr. 


Laws’ views, but seemed of the opinion 


that a discussion would lead only to 
the tearing open of old wounds. So 


Dr. Fay of Sacramento took the floor 
and after a short preface read a paper on 
“Gelsemium,” by Dr. Nannie L. Sloan. 
In the discussion which followed it 
appeared that Gelsemium had been 
used for a great variety of conditions 
ranging from tetanus to sea-sickness. 
Dr. Mason of Lodi dwelt on its use in 
strychnine poisoning. Dr. Yetter spoke 
of its great value in obstetrical cases. 
Dr. Gere said it had been of most serv- 
ice to him with children and old people. 


Dr. Maclean and Dr. Welbourn seldom 


used it, but both agreed on its efficacy 
in the urethritis following an operation. 


-_Dr. Perce was one of its earnest advo- 


cates as a remedy for seasickness—but 
it was proved that on his last trip to 
San Francisco he was violently seasick 
with a bottle of Gelsemium within easy 
reach. He explained that he was too 
ill to reach. 

The next paper by Dr. J. T. itis 
of Berkeley, proved very interesting. 
It was “The Treatment for Elbow In- 
juries’, and advocated the use of the 
straight splint, citing cases and results. 

Dr. Vandre approved of the treat- 
ment and Dr. Perce stated that it was 
his invariable practice to use the 
straight splint except in cases where 
a stiff joint was inevitable. Dr. Fay 
of Sacramento wished to know what 
authority there was for the straight 
splint, in view of the liability to 
ankylosis of the elbow, and possibility 
of suits for malpractice. Dr. Farrar 
and Dr. Perce said there was no ankylo- 
sis to be feared with such a splint, in 
the proper cases. 

Dr. Mitchell said it was his practice 
in fractures of the olecranon to use the 
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straight splint, otherwise he flexed the 
arm. | 

Dr. Gere said each injury should be 
studied by itself. In fractures of the 
olecranon, and where extension was 
necessary to prevent overlapping, a 
straight splint was best. Where the 
muscles act at an angle, if the arm were 
dressed straight the upper fragment 
would be displaced, it was best in such 
cases to relax the muscles. Where de- 
formity was certain, it was best by all 
means to flex the arm, and he was sure 
that the courts would so hold. 

Dr. Welbourn then spoke of the use 
of the streptococcus serum in two cases 
of septic peritonitis with very satisfac- 
tory results. 

Dr. Perce confirmed Dr. Welbourn’ S 
experience. 


Dr. Gere spoke next on the subject 


of surgical diseases of the rectum after 
which the meeting adjourned until the 
next day. 

The session opened Wednesday morn- 
ing with the reading by Dr. Perce, of Dr. 
Chas. Mealand’s paper on ‘‘Dioscorea.”’ 

The discussion drifted to its value in 
appendicitis. Dr. Mason of Lodi had 
treated 15 well marked cases of recur- 
rent appendicitis with Dioscorea and 
Calcium Sulphide, with good results. 

Dr. Stetson’s opinion was that while 
it relieved the pains, it had little effect 
on the inflammatory condition. He 
gave 15-20 drop doses in hot water. 

Dr. Gere had not used the remedy 
lately, but was of the opinion that there 
was too hasty resort to surgical measures 
in cases of appendicitis. 


Dr. Baird had used Dioscorea with 


great benefit in bilious colic. 
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Dr. Bainbridge of Santa Barbara 


found it valuable in hepatic colic, but: 


Dr. P. L. Hamilton’s experience was 
that in such cases it would not stay 
down and that he was compelled to use 
his remedies hypodermically. 

Dr. Maclean then read briefly on the 
subject of “Consultation by Telephone,’ 
after which Dr. Perce read a paper by 


Dr. Gerichten of Janesville, entitled 


“Removal of a Cystic Tumor by Absorp- 
tion.” 

_ Dr. Lamb and Dr. Gere both had 
remarks of interest to make on the 
subject; Dr. Gere favoring electrolysis 
in such cases. The meeting then ad- 
journed for lunch. 


Dr. Hamilton opened the Afternoon’ 
work with some well chosen remarks on 


the subject of Electricity, and intro- 
duced Dr. Atkins, who read a very 
interesting paper in which he stated 
the case of Electro-Chemic Energy vs. 
Oxygenation of the Blood. His paper 
was “The Electrification of the Blood,”’ 


and gave evidence of deep and careful 


research. 


The different members hardly felt 


qualified to discuss so deep a theme on 
the spur of the moment. Dr. Mason 


thought that while Dr. Atkins’ hypoth- 
esis was very fine, he had hardly pre- 


sented sufficient proof. The consensus 


of opinion was, that Dr. Atkins was_ 


doing good and efficient work in a new 


field, and the society expressed the 


hope that he would continue his inves- 
tigations along the same lines. 
Dr. Perce then made a few remarks 


on Electro-Therapeutics, after which he 


read a brief paper on “Chloroform in 
Labor.”’ 
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This ended the afternoon session. 

Thursday morning, Dr. Lamb began 
by reading an editorial on Dentistry 
from the Catirornia Mepicat JOURNAL. 
He also read a decision of the Supreme 
Court of Rhode Island to the effect that 
a licensed physician has the right to 
practice Dentistry. The object of Dr. 
Lamb’s remarks was to show that the 


physician had a legal right to practice 


Dentistry if he so desired. 

Dr. J. B. Mitchell then read a very 
careful paper on “Retroversion,” show- 
ing good results from the use of the 
pessary. The other physicians could 
not show such good results from such 
use, many preferring the operation of 


ventral fixation. It transpired, during 


the discussion, that they left the pessary 
in place for a much longer time than 
Dr. Mitchell, and that he followed up 
his treatment with great persistence and 
patience. 

Dr. A. 8. Tuchler next read a paper 
on “Violet Rays.” 


Dr. Schirman had also used them with — 


good effect. 

Dr. Atkins spoke of the shielding of 
a patient from rays of light in smallpox. 
Dr. Perce took exception to the term 


massage in connection with the light 


rays, as the benefit was due to the 
reduced heat of the ground glass bulb 
used, and the treatment belonged to 
the ray system. 

In the afternoon, Dr. Tuchler spoke 
briefly on Electricity in diseases of 
uterus. 


Dr. Schirman advised the use of alum- | 


inum electrodes as less painful. 
Dr. Cornwall next spoke at length on 
the subject of Heterophoria, the discus- 


sion taking the form of a quiz, during 
which Dr. Cornwall answered many 
questions, particularly in relation to 
the effect of electricity on the muscles 
of mobility. 

Dr. Clark then read a very clear and 
comprehensive paper on ‘Operation for 
Intestinal Obstruction.” 

Dr. Welbourn followed with a report 
of a case of “Dysmenorrhea”, which was 
the last paper read. 

The report of the Auditing Com- 
mittee was now made, and then the 
society proceeded to the election of 
officers, with the following result:

Such certificate shall be filed with his 
application for reciprocal registration 


in another State. 

Quatirication No. I.—( b)—That a 
certificate of registration showing that 
an examination has been made by the 
proper Board of any state, on which an 
average grade of not less than 75 per 

cent was awarded, the holder thereof 
having been at the time of said exam- 
ination, the legal possessor of a diplo- 
ma from a medical college in good 


standing inthe state where reciprocal 


registration is sought, may be accepted, 
in heu of examination, as evidence of 
qualification. Provided, that in case 
the scope of the said examination was 
less than that prescribed by the State 
in which registration is sought, the 
applicant may be required to submit 
to a supplemental examination by the 
Board thereof in such subjects as have 
not been covered. 

QuatiricaTion No. IL. —(c)—That a 
certificate of registration, or license is- 
sued by the proper Board of any State, 


may be accepted as evidence of qualifi- 


cation for reciprocal registration in any 


other state. Provided, that the holder 


thereof was, at the time of such regis- 


tration, the legal possessor of a diploma 
issued by a medical college in good 
standing in the State in which reciprocal 
registration is sought, and that the date 
thereof was prior to the legal require- 


ment of the examination test in such 
State.

Automania in a New Light. 

The conviction is gaining ground 
among scientific men that indulgence 
in extraordinary speeds of transition 
voluntarily controlled breeds in the 
human species a form of disease capa- 
ble of development to the degree of 
delirium. The disease is generally re- 
ferred to as the speed craze or speed 
mania. By arather strange coincidence. 
a discussion of this subject took place 
at the Societie de Hypnologie et de 
Psychologie, in Paris, only a few days. 
betore the tragic death of Zborowski. 
One of the speakers, a Dr. Hachet- 
Souplet, maintained that persons in 
position to increase their speed of tran- 
sition at will are simply carried away 
by the consciousness thereof. They 
have no longer control of themselves, 
they are intoxicated. They then de- 
velop characteristics which are foreign 
to them when in the normal state: 
boastfulness, combativeness, crabbed- 
ness, hatred, mischievousness and vio- 
lence. These characteristics vary in 
form and degree, but may attain a max- 
imum in the cyclist and automobilist. 

According to Dr. Berillon, there is a 
strong analogy between the delirious 
intoxication of speed and that of mor- 
phine. Those who indulge in abnormal 
speed simply for its own sake and with- 
out any useful object in view are mostly 
degenerates, devoid of all self restraint 
and having absolutely no control over 
themselves. They may sometimes be 
seen to dash furiously against even the 
most insignificant obstacles. Examples 
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are on record where furious speeding 
has brought automobilists into the most 
serious difficulties, and yet, after a short 
interval, they would again indulge their 
passion. For instance, the French auto- 
mobilist who ran over a customs official 
and was compelled to pay a_ heavy 
indemnity to the family of the latter, 
while abstaining from excessive speed 
for a while, soon: had a relapse and 
sped his machine as recklessly as before. 


The speed habit resembles the alcohol 
and morphine habits, in that it develops 
by degrees, and that in the last stages 
the victim indulges it with complete 
abandon. 


So far the conclusions of the psycholo- 


gists. Their generalizations may seem 
rather too sweeping, but a number 
of extreme cases of auto mania during 
the last few years afford considerable 
substantiation for their arguments.—

On tHE Roe or Srermizep 
THE PRopUCTION OF INFANTILE ScuRVY.— 
H. Neumann (Deutsche Med. Woch., 
August 28, 1902) recalls the fact that 
a precipitate occurs in heated milk. He 
thought that possibly this precipitate 
might contain iron; but on examination 
noappreciable quantity of that substance 
was found. He then calls attention to 
the fact that substances like hydrogen 
sulphide are produced by heating milk. 
These substances are not harmless, and 
he believes that it is possible that the 
toxic substances produced in milk by 
heating it may be concerned in the 
production of infantile scurvy. He 
refers to four cases in which there was 
hemorrhage from the kidneys during the 
course of the disease, in three of which 
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the use of the proper food resulted 
in the disappearance of the condition. 
In the fourth case the patient was 
given pasteurized milk continuously and 
finally died. He reports also the cases of 
two boys who developed nephritis after 
the use of milk that had been heated 
to a high point as a steady diet. The 
author refers to a class of cases in 
which the only hemorrhagic manifesta- 
tion is a moderate degree of hematuria, 
and in which the child keeps his legs, 
which are tender, drawn up upon his 
abdomen. Such cases he calls abortive 
scurvy. The proper treatment is with 
the use of raw or carefully pasteur- 
ized milk and the administration of 
vegetables.— Phila. Med. Journal.

When the diplopia is crossed, there is, 


except in very special cases, divergence; 


when it is homonymous, there is con- 
vergence. (2) The diplopia is homony- 
mous, and the apparent distance be- 
tween the true and the false images 
appears to increase, when the candle is 
carried toward the side of the paralyzed 
muscle. (3) In paralysis of an external 
rectus muscle, the diplopia is homony- 
mous, and the head is rotated toward 
the side of the paralyzed muscle. (4) 
In paralysis of the superior oblique, the 
diplopia is chiefly vertical, the distance 
between the true and the false images 


increases as the test object is moved 


downward, the images are homonymous, 
and the top of the false image is in- 
clined toward the true one. (5) In 
paralysis of an internal rectus the 
diplopia is crossed, the images are on 
the same level or nearly so, the distance 
between them increases as the test 
object is carried from the median line 
toward the healthy side, and the patient 
rotates his chin to his side so as to 
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diminish or get rid of the diplopia. 
(6) In paralysis of the superior rectus 
the diplopia is vertical, it is slightly 
crossed, and the upper part of the false 
image is directed away from the true 
one. (7) In paralysis of the inferior 
rectus the diplopia is vertical. The 
images are slightly crossed, and the top 
of the false image points toward the 
true one.— The Charlotte Med. Journal.
